Chairman Campbell Talks of the 
New York Election 


November 6.—Chairmafi 
Frank Campbell, of the democratic state 
committee; Secretary John A. Mason and 
Elliott Danforth were in conference here 
this evening. Mr. Campbell, after the 


consultation was over, issued the follow- 


ing statement of the position of the state 
committee upon the results of the elec- 
tion: 

“After having carefully examined the 
returns gathered by John A. Mason, sec- 
retary of the democratic state committee, 
as filed in the several county clerks’ of- 
fices in the different counties of the state, 
it appears on the face of the returns that 
Mr. Odell has a plurality of 9,122. These 
figures do not include, in some of the 
counties, the vote cast by the Greater New 
York democracy ticket, which has on 
it the name of Bird 8S. Coler for governor. 
This will materially reduce this apparent 
piurality. ; 

Cunneen and Gray Elected. 

“We claim the election; by a safe ma- 
jority, of John Cunneen as attorney gen- 
eral, and the reelection of John Clinton 
Gray, of the court of appeals. 

“We have reliable information of thou- 
sands of defective ballots having been 
cast and in certain districts where the 
returns were strongly. republican the 
ballots were burned by the inspectors 
immediately after they were counted, 
which is a direct violation of law, as 
they should have been kept six months 
by the proper officials before they should 
be destroyed. These facts and all others 
will be thoroughly investigated by the 
representatives of the party, who will 
appear before the canvassing boards in 
all the counties of the state on next 
Tuesday to see that an honest count is 
had, and until that time the actual re- 
sult cannot be stated.’’ 

Mr. Campbell would. add nothing to 
the above statement.

Developments Very Damaging 
to the Wealthy Boston Man 
Accused of Murderous

Boston, November 6.—Today’s develop- 
ments in the, case of Alan ©. Mason, who 
is under arrest, charged with the mut- 
der of Miss Clara Morton, a laundress at 
the McLean asylum in Waverly, last 
Saturday night, have been of »& startling 
nature, 

It was announced; first, that the watch 
of the victim had been found in a Cam- 
bridge street pawn shop, where it had 
been pawned for # by @ young colored 
man, and this discovery at once led to a 
general search for this man by the entire 
police force, but without avail. But 
later developments were far more sen- 
sational. 

When the pawnbfoker’s memory had 
been jogged a little and he had had 
time to think over the matter, he remem- 
bered that t'g@ watch had been brought 
to his office on last-Saturday night, .be- 
tween the hours “of 11 and 11:30, by a 
white man, and offered in pawn. Owing 
to the fact that it was after business 
hours He ha@ refused to @eceive it, and 
after expressing disappoimtment the man 
departed, taking the wateh with him. 

Negro in the Mystery. 

On Monday mornifig the same watch 
was brought in by #@colered/fman about 
twenty-one years of*age; of whom the 
pawnbroker . bought it, for 4%. A burly 
colored man, evidentJya companion of 
the other, had been waiting outside the 
shop while the trade was. being made, 
afd as soon as it was completed he en- 
tered and took the money which the pro- 
prietor passed over. Both men then de- 
parted. ‘ 

Continuing their investigations, the of- 
ficers made a startling discovery, which 
will .have an tmportant bearing on the 
case, to the effect that the watch of Miss 
Agnes McPhee, of Somerville, another 
“Jack-the-Slugger’ victim, had been 
pawned at the same Cambridge street 
shop on October 3, the day after her 
murder, by a white man whose descrip- 
tion tallied exactly with that of the man 
who brought the Morton watch to the 
pawn ‘shop last Saturday night. 

The descriptions of these men is said 
by the police to agree to a striking ex- 
tent with that of the suspect, Mdagon, and 
the pawnbroker will be given a chance 
tomorrow t6 identify him, if possible, as 
his visitor. 

' Damaging to Mason. 

The unexpected developments today 
have heen most unfavorable to the pris- 
oner, although his friends stfll claim that 
he can fully establish an alibi/ Search 
for the mysterious colored man is being 
carried on! as vigorously as ever, and ajl 
sections of the ¢ity are Meing closely 
watched by the police tonight. 

Two days ago the state police arrest- 
ed A. G. Mason, the wealthy business 
man and club member, of Boston, on sus- 
picion of having killed Miss Morton. Af- 
ter a duy’s investigation the authorities 
were convificed that Mason could estab- 
lish an alibi, and they announced that he 
would be released. but during the succeed- 
ing night witnesses were found who pos- 
itively identified Mason as one whom they 
had seén in» Waverly, where the murder 
was committed, on Saturday night. On 
the strength of the evidence yesterday a 
warrant ¢harging Mason with murder was 
issued affa he was held by the police un- 
til Tuesday. -

He Figures Twenty-Six publican 
Majority in House. 

New York, November 6—Congressman 
Overstreet, secretary of the republican 
congressional committee, announced today 
that 206 republican members had been 
elected beyond all doubt,, that the demo- 
crats had elected 170, and that there were 
ten districts where, on acdount of incom- 
plete returns, the result wags doubtful. 

These ten districts are: , First Califor- 
nia, twenty-fourth Illinois, fifth Minne- 
soto, eighth and tenth North Carolina, 
seventh ‘Alabama, the Nevada, ninth Vir- 
ginia and thirteénth and sixteenth Mis- 
souri. The first five named are now rep- 
resented in congress by republicans and 
the last five by democrats. 

The republican candidates in both the 
doubtful North Carolina districts, Mr. 
Oyerstreet said, had wired him today 
that they were elected, also the republi- 
can nominee in the twenty-fourth IIili- 
nois. This left seven districts altogeth- 
er in doubt.

Alabama ‘Schools Are Given 
$10,000 by Butrick 


Girls’ Industrial and Troy Normal 
College Recipients—To Call Gen- 
eral Convention—Governor | 
After Lynchers—Other 
News Notes. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. Buttrick, secretary of the gen- 
eral education board, was here today in 
consultation with Rev. Edgar Gardner 
Murphy, secretary of the southern educa- 
tional board, and J. B. Graham, state 
agent of the southern board, and made 
the following donations to education in 
Alabama: 

To the Girls’ Industrial school, at Mon- 
tevallo, $4,000, to be used in increased 
equipment for the industrial training de- 
partment on condition that the citizens 
raise the same amount for building an 
infirmary and hospital. Also, $1,000 to a 
loan. scholarship fund on condition that 
the women of Alabama raise another $1,- 
000. The beneficiaries are to be appoint- 
ed by the president and not over $100 to 
go to each girl. The women have already 
in hand $600. 

“The school board in session here today 
acepted the proposition. 

Dr. Buttrick also donated $5,000 to a 
new building at the Troy Normal college 
for which the citizens have already raised 
$8,000. The condition being that the cit- 
izens raise another $1,000 to equip a man- 
val trajning department. This was ac- 
cepted by a committee present from the 
school. 

Dr. Buttrick went tonight to Jackson, 
Miss., and Dr. Murphy left for Oxford, 
in that state, where he will tomorrow 
night address the Association of South- 
ern Colleges. 

It was decided by Dr. Buttrick and Dr. 
Murphy today to call a general educa- 
tional convention for Alabama at some 
d atein January while the legislature is 
in session.

GRAFT PIG SKIN 
ON CHILD'S BODY 


Physicians of nichmond, Va., 
Will Make New Ex- 
periment. 


Richmond, Va., November 6.—(Special.) 
To supply the missing skin from the back 
of a colored girl at the Virginia hospital, 
Dr. Stuart McGuire will try the experi- 
ment of grafting the skin of a pig on the 
bare portion of the child’s body. 

Efforts to procure the cuticle from the 
human body have so far failed, and, as a 
last resort, to save the child's life, the 
experiment of pig skin grafting will be 
made. A young, healthy pig will be pro- 
cured for the operation. 

It is purely an experiment and as to 
how the grafting will progress is not 
known, though it is believed the operation 
will be successful and the raw surface of 
the child’s back will be covered by 
healthy new skin. To prevent the growth 
of bristles on the healed area the precau- 
tion of splitting the skin of the pig and 
taking only the top layer will be taken. 

Since the burned child has been a pa- 
tient at the hospital efforts have been 
made to secure the skin needed from its 
relatives, but these declined, and another 
hope to procure the cuticle from an ampu- 
tated limb, has also fatied to be realized, 
as was one to secure it from a prisoner 
in the jail or penitentiary.

tion the right of way after 1904.

Our Congressional Estimates. 


If you will kindly turn back to your | 


copy of The Constitution of Wednes- 
day morning you will find at the head- 
quarter of the first page a tabulated 
statement of the results of the election 
for the fifty-eighth congress.

In the face of recent general gerry- 
manders in republican states by rea- 
son of additions to the quota of their 
representation in congress, the demo- 
crats came dangerously near gaining 
the house of representatives and 
scotching the wheels of the republican 
administration for the latter half of its 
term. That was a very narrow escape 
Mr. Roosevelt and his party has made 
from a vote of lack of confidence by 
the country at large. 

The democratic party is the coun- 
try’s reliance for successful protest 
against the wrongs and extravagances 
of republicanism and is often used by 
republicans themselves for the pur- 
pose of rebuking their own leaders. 
But the results of Tuesday indicate’ 
permanent rather than temporary 
growth of the democracy in strength 
and favor. The increaso of its votes 
was not confined to any one locality 
and was not assignable to any specific 
or provincial causes, here or there, 
For the solid republicanism of states 
was broken into in all parts of the 
ecuntry. Democrats entered into the 
delegations in congress from Califor. 
nia, Michigan, Wisconsin and Mary- 
land, which have been solidly republi- 
can since 1896, Delaware’s republican 
delegate was changed to a democrat, 
and Rhode Island, strange to say, 
swapped a republican governor for & 
‘democrat. : 

In the next congress there will be 
twenty-nine more members than in the 
last one. The democrats are reported 
t> have gained one each in Arkansas, 
Delaware, Florida, Kentucky. Louisi- 
ana, Michigan, Mississippi and New 
Jersey; two each in Colorado, Califor- 
nia, Maryland, Missouri and Pennsyl- 
vania; and three each in North Car- 
olina and Texas, and five in New York 
—a total of twenty-nine votes. They 
lose four by the gerrymander of IIli- 
nois, one in Kansas and one in Idano, 
reducing the net gain to twenty-five 
votes. In the last congress the repub- 
licans had 198 votes, and now are 
credited with 204, or a net gain of six 
votes. Three districts are in doubt. 
Should the democrats gain all three, 
they will have gained the total in- 
crease of membership, except three, or 
twenty-six votes, and the republicans 
will have but twenty-two majority, in-

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it would cost us. But tne Cubans have 
recently raised their tariff on Ameri- 
can products sufficiently almost to 
make the 20 per cent reduction lose 
them scarcely more than the arbitrary 
mecrease. Hence, practically, they 
would: lose nothing to speak of by the 
reciprocity treaty. 

But what would they gain? The re- 
duction of our rates would affect prin- 
cipally their sugar, tobacco and fruits. 
The marketing of all three of those 
products of Cuba is controlled in this 
country by three trusts that make the 
prices on Cuban wharves that shall be 
paid to the Cuban planters. Because 
of this fact that the reduction of our 
tariff rates will simply turn up in ex- 
tra cash profits in the tills of our 
trusts, the beet sugar men, the inde- 
pendent tobacco growers and the fruit 
raisers of Florida and California have 
opposed the reduction. 

These opposition elements can prob- 
ably control the house action upon tar- 
iff concessions to Cuba, but they can- 
not control the senate, which serves 
the trusts only. Therefore, the presi- 


ment will negotiate a treaty and the 


senate will ratify it. Cuba will get 
all the tariff dues that she formerly 
got from us, the treasury of our coun- 
try will turn over its loss to the profit 
account of the trusts, and the house 
and the people will get left in the deal, 
ae usual!

White Women as Negro Teachers. 

The bill intro@ucéd in the general as- 
sembly to prohibit white women from 
teaching in negro schools im Georgia Is 
exciting some of those women already 
thus employed. One of them writes to 
us: 

“I do hope the Georgia legislature will 
not take this backward step. Most of us 
who come south te teach do so with the 
full understanding that we are to give 
up social recognition and privileges. We 
count that in the cost of trying to do 
what we can to make better women of 
the colored girls than h&s been the rule 
among the race. We send white mission- 
aries to teach Chinamen,. Koreans, Bast 
Indians and the tribes of Africa. South- 
ern Christian men and women contribute 
to such missions and glory in their work. 
Why, then, should we who dare trying to 
teach good morals and habits to the 
blacks of the south be thus singled out 
for special ‘ostracism: and banishment?’ 

We refer the question to the general 
assembly that has the case in its hands. 


Putting a Frost on Midways. 

Colonel’ Ed Calloway takes great inter- 
est in tHe tax laws of the state, and 
especially in seeing > that proper taxes 
are laid on those who can stand them 
best. But he is alarmed, now for . the 
future of the midway shows. . 

“I see,” he said last night, “that they 
are going to tax the midway shows $10 
per day for each tent or booth. I am 
afraid that will prohibit those great moral 
and intellectual aggregations from afford- 
ing- delight and instruction to the people 
of Georgia. The snake-eater will be over- 
worked to_chew the heads off enough rep- 
tiles to pay his license and the hoochee- 
koochee girls will contract locomoter 
ataxia im their efforts to dance an extra 
ten plunks out of the pockets of the wall- 
eyed degenerates who watch their salla- 
torial and serpentine gyrations. Of course, 
we need the money, but the legislature 
might be liberal and mark down the fee 
to $9.99 at least!’’ 


After the Short Loan Sharks. 
Hon. George Glenn, of Whitfield, is 
likely to find a warm lieutenant, in his 
warfare against the short loan sharks, 
in Hon. Ed Jones, of Dougherty.

Nothing in Georgia to- 
day needs more stringent regulation than 
the pawn-shop and short-loan crowd.”’

Colonel Lowndes Calhoun, speaking for 
the trustees and management of thé con- 
federate soldiers’ homie, says: 

“We will heartily welcome and assist 
any investigation the general ‘assembly 
may institute concerning our conduct of 
the institution. We know that our sole 
object has been to provide for the in- 
mates in the most sympathetic and hu- 
mane fashion.

A Case of Reciprocity. 

A bill has been introduced into the gen- 
eral assembly to make it penal to e¢atch 
turtles not larger than five and one-half 
inches across the back. Speaking of it 
Major McAllister, at Durands, says: 

“The law may be necessary in order to 
save the turtle crop from extermination, 
but there ought to be some reciprocity in 
this sort of legislatién.

“The situation is just this,” said a 
prominent state official, speaking of the 
gnatter y “The present system 
has been tried and we know what it has 
accomplished. We also have reason to 
believe that it will accomplish a great 
deal more, so far as increasing the reve- 
nues of the state are concerned, when 
another lease is made. To put any new 
system into effect, such as putting all the 
convicts on the foad, would cost the 
state more for the first year than has 
been netted from the service of the con- 
victs in the last ten years. 

“On the one hand to put the convicts 
on the roads would cost for the first 
year something like between $600,000 and 
$700,000. In‘ the “first place, moveable 
camps would have to be consffucted: in 


“all counties ~where convicts are worked. 


This would cost somewhere in the neigh- 
,borhood. of $300,000 forthe entire state. 
Guarding and the expenses of the prison 
department would amount to about $110,- 
000, as it does now, while feeding the 
convicts would cost about $200,000 a year. 

“Under the present system the only 
cost to the state is the $110,000 for guard- 
‘ing ahd the expenses.of the department. 
The state receives something more than 
$200,000 for their services, so that there is 
@ ne®. profit: of about $90,000, which goes 
to the educational fund. ‘If a new lease 
is made under the present lew or one 


igfnilar to it, I am. sitisfied we can get 


about dguble the amount for the labor 
of the convicts now received, and this 
‘will net the state-about $250,000 a year. Of 
coutse, if a lot of legislation which 
would intetfere with the convict system, 
such as has been proposed in the legisia- 
ture, should be passed, it would make 
considerable difference, no doubt, when 
the question of making a new contract 
comes ‘up. | js ; 

“Under the present system the state 
has absolute’ control of the convicts. Its 
control could m@t be more complete if the 
convicts were working on the roads or 
any other public wofk. The lessees sim- 
ply lease the labor, while all the regu- 
lations are made by the prison commis- 
sion and the guards and paysiciqns are 
employed and palkg by that body. &'he 


with prescribed regulations, another ex- 
pense which the state would have'to bear 
if it worked them on the roads. 

“So far as the humanity of tne system 
is concerned, after some study of the 
situation, I do not see how it could bé 
materially improved upon. Certainly it 
would not better the condition of the men 
to put them in a lot of moveable camps 
instead of the strong, comfortable and 
permanent buildings they how have, and 
so far as I can see no system could: be 
devised by which the state would have 
more perfect control over the men than 
it has now. —

Reports were read from a number of 
the federated clubs, all of these setting 
forth in the dacts of the work accom- 
Plished the results of the united effort 
of Georgia club women. There were dis- 
cussions pertaining to many important 
phases of club work, in which prominent 
club women took part, and it was 4 
o’clock when the afternoon session ad- 
journed that. the members might attend 
the beautiful reception given #; Mrs. A.

Evening Session. 
The evening session opened with music, 
and Mrs. John King Ottley was the first 
speaker, her subject, ‘“‘Hand Crafts” for 


Georgia. Her appearance on the platform 
was the ocasion of enthusiastic applauge, 
and she spoke with her usual ease, Pe 

ency and brilliancy. 

She gave an_ interesting acount of the 
club woman’s work in the development of 
hand crafts among the Georgia people in. 
those isolated parts of the state where ig- 
norance and shiftlessness have brought 
about deplorable conditions, and then re- 
lated the results of the work as demon- 
strated in the many hand crafts by which 
£0 many people in the same districts are 
now self-supporting. 

She explained the relation of the model 
schools amd the state normal school to 
these people, and how the development of 
these institutions is the most direct 
means of helping the people of the iso- 
lated districts to live and to work. 

She cited as an example, the fact that in 
Rabun county ‘alone there were fifteen 

families in the county the members of 
which had never been out of it who were 
earning money by the making of shuck 
hats, all these people having been taught 
by the one person; a student of the state 
normal school. 

She discussed as a medium of equal im- 
portance the model schools now being 
operated by the club women of Georgia, 
quoting from a recent letter on the sub- 
ject by Professor E. C. Branson, who 
declares that of all the work accomplisn- 
ed by Georgia women none is more im- 
portant than their establishment and sup- 
port of the model schools, the results of 
which no man can measure, 

Mrs. Otiley explained that practical en- 
couragement could be directly given to 
the State Normal school by the giving of 
scholarships, there being still eleven of 
the scholarships given by the Southern 
Educational Board to be duplicated, and 
forty applications for them.

STILL CONTINUES 


Due te Tremendous Liquidation and 
Vigorous Bear Selling. 


BUMPER CROP IS ESTIMATED 


It Is by Neill, Who Is a High 
Guesser on All Crops—Trade 
Was Active, Closing 6 to 
11 Points Lower—Stocks 
Little Changed. 


New York. November 6.—The cotton 
market opened easy with prices 1 to 6 
points lower, under tremendous liquida- 
tion and vigorous bear selling, and fol- 
lowing the call further declined with 
pressure from both sides. A crop estimate 
of 11,500,000 to 12,000,000 bales by Neill, and 
failure of frost predictions to materialize 
over the western belt combined to under- 
mine long cotton and gave the shorts the 
incentive needed to attack the list in 
general. Tae pool faction increased its 
short account in March and May. Later 
in the morning there was a quick rally 
from 8.04 to 8.14 for March, other options 
working in accordance. A cold wave pre- 
diction for the western belt tonight, and 
reports that the crop movement will soon 
taper off, decidedly helped to rally the 
market. A statement by the census de- 
partment at Wasaington, in which the 
total crop thus far ginned was placed at 
about 6,000,000 bales, and this amount was 
regarded as 60.1 per cé®, Of the total crop 
failed to create friendiiness toward the 
market. The rally was followed by 4 
heavy selling movement in the afternoon, 
in which prices crumbled rapidly, March 
dropping to 8.04. The close was steady at 
the deciine with prices net 6 to ll points 
jower. Total sales were estimated at 4,- 
000 bales, well scattered tarough the list 


Review at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, November 6.—There was a 
moderate amount of trading in the spot 
cotton market today. Prices, however, 
were decidedly irregular, there are others 
‘who are inclined to force the trading, 
and to that end are accepting figures 
ranging all the way from 1-16@1-8 below 
quotations for lower grades. Sales 4,500 
bales, including 1,850 to arrive. Quota- 
tions reduced 1-8c. 

The future market at the outset was 
decidedly weak. Liverpool marked spots 
down 8 points and deliveries 3 to 5 points. 
Locally the opening was 3 to 6 points low- 
er, and under tae influence of New Yorn 
there were gains of 5 to 6 points. A re- 
action then set in and prices continued 
to recede, the market at the close show- 
ing net losses of 8 to 9 points. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, November 6.—The dry goods 
market today has not changed in any im- 
portant feature.

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WILL NEILL’S ESTIMATE 
MISS AS FAR AS USUAL 


S jis usual at this season of the 
A year, the estimator of the cotton 

crop makes himself felt. They are 
a popular class of individuals; at least 
each one has his following, sentiment 
and seasons having a great deal to do 
with the amount of credit to be placed 
in the figures promulgated by the guess- 
ers as they appear. 2 

The present season opened with con- 
Aitions favoring a moderate crop, but as 
the s@€ason advanced the condition de- 
teriorated to such an extent that the 
trade generally expected a cotton famine 
to prevail toward the end of the season. 
Estimates at that time were less than 
10,000,000 bales, but they were made by 
people who practically raise the staple 
and did not please the spinner, more 
particularly the English” spinner. 

Among the estimators are two who 
represent the Egglish spinner—that is, 
they have, probably for a purpose, con- 
fidence in any figure they may see fit to 
Suggest as the probable yield. 

One of these estimators—Mr. Buston— 
has been very nearly correct as to yield 
for the past three seasons. He places 
the yield at 11,200,000 bales minimum, 
which a very few of the trade says is 
a conservative estimate.

It is, never- 
theless, an interesting revival of an im 

rtant point in the corporation debate. 
he reason why the Reading, the Lehigh 
Valley and the Erie do not pay dividends 
on their stock is well known to every 
one who has given any attention to the 
subject of stock inflatign. Before tie 
“industrial” era er were among the 
most eminent examples of the piling up 
ot fictitious’ capitalization. 
When this topic is discussed on its 
merits the corporate advocates always 
make haste to affirm that it makes no 
difference to the public whether a4 prop- 
erty is capitalized at {ts actual cost or at 
two or three times that valuation. But 
whenever questions come up such as the 
payment of more wages, the regulation 
of rates, combination to prevent compe- 
tition, the privilege of pooling, and 40 
on, the same advocates invariably pro- 
duce the mournful fact that these cor- 
porations- are unable to earn dividends 
on s total of watered stocks. So inat 
the subject of stock watering, by Mr. 
Baer’s own argument, has a public bear- 
ing, and a@ very decided one. There is no 
doubt that the-rule of issuing stocks to 
two or three times actual cost has the 
urpose of concealjng extraordinary prof- 
ts, if secured, -and of giving color to 
exactly the plea which Mr. Baer makes 
against public interference in their co9- 
duct. 
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WOMAN’S INFLUENCE. 

Chicago Inter-Ocean: While it is a 
common theory that, no matter what the 
father and husband may be, the mother 
and wife must rise supertor to her en- 
vironments, the fact remains that the 
home is as much the man’s as the wom- 
ans, and he is relieved of none of his 
responsibilities because society assigns it 
to her special province. No man has « 
right to shirk his duty to his children 
because, perchance, he has a good wife 
and they have a good mother. The wife 
and mother rules by love, if she rule at 
all; the father ami husband may rule 
by authority as well as love. The wife 
and mother who finds that her love is los- 
ing its influence over her children re- 
quires, but is too often denied, the dis- 
ciplinary authority of the husband and 
father. The wrecks of children may be 
traced oftener to the failure of the hus 
band to come to the assistance of the 
wife than to any fault of the latter.

At this point in the proceedings Mr. 
Palmer, in company with Messrs. Ewing 
and Carnes, adjourned to the latter’s pri- 
vate office, where the consultation was 
resumed. 

After the meeting Mr. Palmer announced 
that General Carnes rejected each and 
every proposal made by the old league.

MAYOR MAY VETO 
LABOR ORDINANCE 


Measure Prohibits Use of Convict Ma- 
terial in City Public Work. 


HEARING HELD YESTERDAY 


Attorneys Declared That the Pro- 
posed Law Would Not Be Legal 
and Would Tend To Put an 
End to Desired Com- 
petition. 


Mayor Mims may veto the ordinance 
introduced by Councilman James L. Key, 
of the sixth ward, and passed by coun- 
cil, providing that convict labor, or ma- 
terial made by convict labor, shall not 
be used in city work. 

Attorneys representing interested con- 
cerns were heard in opposition to the 
measure at a meeting. yesterday after- 
noon in the mayor's office in tHe city 
hall. At the same time representatives 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades, and 
the author of the ordinance, were also 
heard in advocacy of the approval of the 
measure. ; 

After the meeting the mayor declined to 
say what he intended doing with regard 
to the paper, but from questions asked 
relative to its legality it seems highly 
probable that the ordinance will not re- 
ceive his official approval. He has until 
this evening te take action one way or 
the other. The mayor’ consulted with the 
city attorney immediately after the hear- 
ing, but would give out nothing relative 
to the result of the talk. 

Those who attended the meeting were 
Hon. C. C. Houston, representative from 
Fulton county, and Jerome Jones, both 
representing the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades; Captain James W. English, of 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company; Coun- 
cilman James L. Key, City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, City Engineer R. M. 
Clayton, Captain W. D. Ellis'and Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson. 

Captain Ellis Speaks. 

Captain Ellis was the first speaker. He 
said the Key ordinance would eljminate 
certain classes who might bid on city 
work, and this would tend to lessen com- 
petition. The desire of the city, he said, 


was to get the best work and material | 
with ‘the smallest outlay, and this could 


best be obtained by competition. He 
said the measure was illegal. Mr. Hous- 
ton said he was no lawyer and had no 
desire to attempt to discuss the ordi- 
nance from other than a common sense 
viewpoint. He asserted that court de- 
cisions in other states did not always 
have a local application. This was an 
issue between free labor and convict la- 
bor, he said, 

Captain English stated he could not 
see how the making of brick by convicts 
could injure free labor in Fulton county. 
There was not a white man, he said, en- 
gaged in the actual work of making the 
brick in this cofinty. 

-Councilman Key Talks. 

Mr. Key stated he had not given much 
consideration to the legal part of the 
case and expressed surprise that the 
mayor had not notified him of the meet- 
ing. He said he should not have known 
about it had he not happened to drop 

He stated he looked at the matter 
rom a humane and economic standpoint 
and believed his ordinance was right. He 
said he had been charged with improper 
motives in introducing the measure, but, 
said he, he never did small or mean 
things. When he had fighting to do, he 
deciared, he did it in the open. 

He said a man told him the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company had done more 
to stifle small industry than. anything 
else. Captain English asserted thts. was 
not true, and that the person mentioned 
would not make the statement to him 
personally. Mr. Key said he was sure 
the man would; that it was the pergon’s 
opinion that had been expressed. Mayor 


Mims insisted that the question up for, 


consideration be. discussed. 

Judge. .Atkinson made a very earnest 
speech, in which he went into the various 
legal points in the case. He said the or- 
dinance would not hold good under the 
constitution, as it was in the nature of 
class legislation. The state, he said, Had 
legalized the lease of its convicts and that 
a man ae | that labor could not be de- 
prived of it. by a city ordinance, He 
thought the laboring classes had been 
given every consideration by the courts 
and: cited the law relative ‘to liens and 
garnishment of wages.
